|AUSTRIA'S YSTER 


The Latest Theories Con- 
cerning the Death of 
Prince Rudolf. 


A Wronged Husband Charged 
With the Terrible 
Crime. 


The Statement Also Made That 
It Was a Political 
Murder. 


Details ef Crown Prince Kudolf’s Tragic 
Death—The Alleged Encounter Between 
the Victim and a Great Austrian Noble 
A Diplomat’s Theory of the Affair— 
The Woman Involved One Madame 
Fischer or a Princess—Priace Bismarck’s 
Alleged Hatred of the Austrian Emper- 
or’s Heir—Francis Joseph's Great Grief— 
The Funeral Arrangements—Delay in the 
Matter of Succession — A Posthumous 
Heir Looked for—The “Pali Mall Ga- 
nettes“ Stery—Some Startling Theories 
~—Later Story Declares the Prince Was 
Fatally Wounded in a Duel and Reveals 
the Identity of His Slayer. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatcn. 
Paris, February 2.—Crown Prince Rudolf 
of Austria met his death at the 
hands of one of the 
greatest nobles of the 
the empire who shot 
the Archduke for the 
purpose of avenging 
the betrayal of his 
wife by the heir ap- 
parent. The follow- 
ing is stated to be an 
absolutely authentic 
account of the trage- 
dy and of the circum- 
stances connected 


Crown Prince Rudolf. therewith: 
THE TRAGEDY. 

On Sunday night the Crown Prince appeared 
at a ball given by the German Ambassador, 
Prince Reuss, in honor of Kaiser Wilhelm’s 
birthday. Both the Archduke as well as his 
tat ber, the Emiesror, who was aleo present, 
wore uniforms of Prussian regiments, of which 
they hold honoray colonelci¢s. The Arch- 
duke. was. im the highest ite. His 
laughter rang through the rooms and he 
appeared to enjoy himself amaziugly. He, 
however, aroused ‘some comment by paying 
rather marked attention to a very beautiful 
Princess whose husband, a member of ore of 
the oldest families of princely rank in Austria, 
ie almost as well known in Paris as at Vienna: 
Ataboutlo’ciock in the morning the Arch- 
duke escorted his wife, the Crown Princess 
Stephanie, to her carriage, and, after kissing 
hei hand and bidding her adieu, remained for 
a tew minutes longer ih the vestibule chatting 
with the German Amba&ssador. On leaving the 
Embassy he directed his steps to 

THE MICHAEL'S PLATZ, 
where he had promised to meet his brother- 
in-law, Dake Philip of Coburg, and Oount 
Hoyos, formerly Minister at Washington, and 
now Ambassador to the French Republic, 
It had been arranged that they should 
drive hence out to his hunting lodge at Meyer- 
ling, some thirty miles distant from Vienna. 
The road lies through the heart of the beauti- 
ful Wiener Wald and drive, which is a charm.- 
ing one and had been planned for the purpose 
of rendering it possible to be out on the moors 
in the early dawn. 

THE SECRET MERTING. 

Ou reaching the Michael's Platz the Crown 
Prince found his brother-ia-law and Count 
Hoyos waiting for his arrival and a handsome 
drag drawn by four spirited horses, ready to 
convey the party out to Meyerling. Sud- 
denly, however, the Crown Prince turned to 
his companions and begged of them to exouse 
him, and mutteriag something about being 
en bonne fortune, declared that he would 
join them later in the day. Both the Duke and 
Count Hoyos entreated Rudolph to forego his 
rendezvous, warning him of the risk and of 
“he scandal which would inevitably enaue if 
his intrigue were to become known. How- 
ever, the Crown Prince laughingly told them 
to cease their remonstrances which he de- 
clared were quite useless, and after specially 
enjoining them to avoid mentioning to any 
one that he had failed to keep to the original 
plan of driving out with them to the shooting 
lodge, he disappeared down the Herran 
strasse, waving in the air a pass key and sing- 
ing snatches of a popular balled. The fur col- 
lar of his heavy military cloak was turned up 
80 as to conceal! bis features from view, but who 
would have imagined that the solitary officer 
wending his way through the dark streets on 
foot, unattended by either aides-de-camp or 
servants, was the heir apparent en bonne 
fortune?’’ The Duke and Count Hoyos, to- 
gether with the Equerry of the Crown Prince, 
then got on to the drag and started the horses 
off in the direction of Meyerling where they 
arrived about three hours later.

Reaching the shooting lodge at Meyerling at 
about 11 o’clook the Crown Prince spent the 
remainder of the day out on the hills shooting 
and made no mention of or reference to the 
unpleasant ending ot his adventure to his 
friends. On Tuesday his old valet; Johann, 
who has attended him from his boyhood, no- 
ticed that his master was very much worried, 
and on asking was told, rather curtly, that 
it was nothing. On Wednesday morning the 
Crown Prince awoke very early and called to 
Jobann to open the blinds and bring him his 
letters. It should be mentioned that the 
shooting lodge at Meyerling is a small two- 
story building aud that the Crown Prince occn- 
pied an apartment on the ground floor, scarcely 
five feet above the level ot the garden. On 
opening the Diinds the valet remarked that 
there were two strange men in the garden, 
and mentioned the fact to the Archduke. The

Attempt to Mandamus the Collector— 
Fa Kiefer’s Vile Resort—-Poplar Street 
pens—Louis Lippe and His Wife in the.

Judge Valliant this morning, heard argu- 
ments on the motion of City Counselor Lev- 
erett Bell to quash the alternative writ issued 
to Collector H. C. Sexton, on the latter’s re- 
fusal to grant Jacob E. Esher a dramshop 
jicense. Esher keeps a dive at 712 St. Charles 
street. When he made application last 
month for a license Mr. Sexton re- 
ferred his apviication to the Board 
of ‘Police Commissioners with a request 
for a report on the moral character of the ap- 
plicant and the surroundings of his saloon. 
The board secured areport from Capt. Peter 
Joyce, commanding the Central Police Dis- 
trict, and forwarded it to the Collector. 
THE REPORT 

b as follows: se 

„„ herewith report that I have investigated 
the moral character of Jacob E. Esher, appli- 
cant for a dram-shop license at 712 St. Charles 
street. Sergts. Fox and Garvin report that the 
moral character is not good, for the following 
reasons: He runs a Mioon in connection 
with a low variety theater which is frequented 
by thieves and thugs. After the show, the 
women who take part in the vulgar perform- 
ance onthe stage mingle with the audience 


and solicit drinks, which are drunk at the bar 
and in the wine-room connected with the 
theater. The wine - room is the resort of men 
ofall ages and classes * * * allof which is 
allowed and witnessed by Esher. On October 
10, 1886, about 7.30 p. m., Frank Sandmeyer, 
an employe of Esher’s stabbed and killed a 
Mrs. Martell in Esher’s place. She was an 
actress there. Sandmeyer committed suicide 
at the same place by stabbing himself. 
THE COLLECTOR REFUSED 

to issue a license to Esher, and so notified the 
Chief of Police. Esher continued to run his 
place, and was five times arrested. Five cases 
against him have been continued from time to 
time in the First District Police Court and are 
pow set for February 5. 

A few days ago his attorney petitioned the 
Circuit Court at great length to grant a writ 
of mandamus to compel the issuance ofa 
license by the Collector, and an alternative 
writ was issued. 

Yesterday Leverett Bell moved that the 
writ be quashed. The argament this morn- 
ing was upon that motion and was altogether 
a consideration of one question of law. 

MR. BELL READ THE PE@TION 
and made a statement of the case.

The Downing law provides 
that whenever an applicant for dram- 
shop license presents a petition signed 
by a majority of the tax-payers in the block, 
the County Court (which in St. Louis means 
the Collector) ‘may’ grant a license; but 
when the petition is signed by two-thirds, the 
County Court ‘shall’ grant a license. The 
averment in the application for a writ of 
mandamus is that the petition furnished 
by Esher to the Collector July 4 was signed 
by a majority, and so the Collector bad the 
discretion to issue or refuse the license. He 
issued the license for six months and that 
term has expired. He now on an application 
for license for afurther term of six months, 
again exercises Eis discretion and refuses to 
ne the license.

MRS. LIPPE DISCHARGED.

Assistant City Attorney Adams wished to fix 
the charge upon the woman on the ground 
that when the liquor was sold Mr. Lippe was 
over at the station house explaining to Capt. 
Boyd that he had closed his saloon and would 
votive from business; consequently Mrs. Lippe 
was acting without authority from her bus- 
band and was herself responsible. 

Mrs. Lippe was discharged, without having 
given any testimony on the case, the Judge 
re the same view of the case as that 
stated by Mr. Clark.

LEGAL GYMNASTICS. 

Mr. Clark argued thas, according to the tes- 
timony, Mr. Lippe had closed his saloon, and 
that the action of Mrs. Lippe, whether iu 
selling or giving away liquor, was in di- 

violation of the command of her 
lord and master, consequently the gentle- 
man should not be held responsible. 

Mr. Adams called the attention of the court 
to the inéonsistency of the argument of the 
Gefendant’s attorney, which was directly the 
opposite of that produced in the case against 
the woman, although the offense was the same 
in both cases. Mr. Ciark said that he was 
able to produce abundant authority, 
consisting of former court decisions, 
which would show that the defendant should 
be discharged.

Montreal’s Harbor Improvement. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnu. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, February 2.—The city 
bas undertaken an immense scheme of harbor 
improvement at an outlay of $47,000,000. It 
will give four miles of wharfage anda Still- 
water dasin ot six square miles. A pier is to 
be built it the middle ot the river extending to 
the Victoria bridge, which will be used to 
form a basin, and for bandling heavy freight, 
as well as to protect the shore wharves from 
the encroachment of the ice. The strect 
running along the river front is to ibe 
widened from thirty to one hundred feet, and 
the wharves are to be raised to the same level. 
Steamers will then have their decks level with 
the wharf instead of as at present where their 
cargoes have to be raised from the bold and 
then lowered to the landing, A permanent 
stone dike will be erected to prevent floods 
and it will be pierced with drain ways which 
will be guarded by immense tron gates. There 
will be ample space outside for lines of rail- 
ways which will connect with the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific systems. 

THE ADVANTAGES. . 

At present the sheds erected by the Allen, 
Dominion and other steamship companies 
have to be removed each fall, but when the 
wharves are raised permanent structures will 
be erected. The cost will be borne by the 
harbor commissioners and the city, and the 
chene will be submitted to popular vote 
when the details are arranged. The schene 
has the support of eminent engineers and in 
conjunction with the recent deepening of the 
channel from Montreal to the Gult of st. 
Lawrence to a uniform depth of twenty-seven 
feet it will be a great stimulus to navigation. 
For years it has been the ambition of the 
Canadian Pacific Rallway to obtain an en- 
trance intothe heart of the city on the west 
side. Formerly trains departed from Dal- 
housie Square, in the French end of the city, 
and the company was at a great disadvatage 
in competing for passenger traffic. By recent 
legislation land was obtained and a fine sta- 
tion was erected in the center of the city at 
a cost, including the approaches, of 
$1,000,000. The first train entered the new 
station yesterday and on Monday the trains 
belonging to the Atlantic and Ontario Divis- 
fons will begin to depart ttom that point. The

SIZING UP OUR STRENGTH 


ALLEGED MILITARY SPIES OF PRINCE Bis- 
MARCK IN AMERICA. 


Lieut, Eckardatein’s Mission—The Test of 
Zaliskini’s Dynamite Gun Watched by 
Baron Von Stomberg—Complete Plans 
and Specifications of Our Army and 
Naval Defenses in Bismarck’s Posses- 


NEW York, February 2. 
HEN the an- 
nouncement was 
made by cable 
that the German 
Government bas 
ordered a mil!

no little attention among army and navy 
officers. To any one acquainted with the 
workings of the war department of Germany, 
it is needless to state that there is not a fort or 
ship belonging to the United States of which a 
fuliand accurate description can not be ob- 
tained from amoung thousands of pigeon holes 
in their intelligence bureaus. 
A GERMAN 6PY. 

To imagine that Lieut. Eckardstein is the 
Arat German officer who has been sent on this 
mission is simply absurd. It was only the 
other day at the trial of the 15-inch dynamite 
gun at Fort Lafayette that a close observer 
was noted among the spectators—a sbharp- 
eyed little man, dressed in a long, close-fit- 
ting plaid overcoat, who watched with the 
greatest attention every working of the gun 
and listened to every word of opinion iet fall. 
That same little man is directing in part the 
prodigious efforts now making by German 
officers to gather additional information con- 
cerning some of our fortifications, 

BARON VON STOMBERG. 

He wasno other than the Baron Von Stom- 
berg of the Imperial German Army, an officer 
of high rank and ability, and just the one to 
be detailed for work of so great importance. 
He made his appearance very unexpectedly 
on the scene, but was recognized at once by 
Capt. Zalinski and several naval officers. Of 
course he was givenalithe attention which 
could be accorded a foreign officer by those of 
a friendly power. The policy of the German 
Government is to keep itself thoroughly in- 
formed la regard to the military and navai 
strength of the United States as 
well as of other countries. German 
officers of high rank have traveled over this 
country in the garb of a laborer, of a country- 
man, of a peddier, or gay such mask which 
will serve to gain admission to places where 
their presence would not be allowed were 
their objects known. This espionage, carried 
on not only by the Germans, but dy other 

wers in this country, came to tbe 
— of some prominent military men 
about siz years aco. A large number of Ger- 
man officers had been obtaining drawings and 
plans of the most accurate description of all 
our system of defenses. 
ENLISTING IN OUR ARMY. 

Secretly investigating the matter, it was 
found to tne astonishment of those engaged, 
that German officers had actually enlisted in 
the United States army as private soldiers, 
had remained in garrison afew w s and 
then deserted ; this period ofa few weeks de- 
ing all that was safficientfor their quate 
eve int of information that could in an 
possibie contingency be utilized. Some o 
our afmy officers will recall an order issuing 
from the War Department about five years 

o, calling on commanding officers to exer- 

se the greatest care and surveillance in ad- 
mitting only proper persons to parts of forts 
and batteries where it would not be expedient 
for certain workings and plans to be known in 
general. 

GERMANS IN OUR NAVY. 

At about the same timeit was learned that 
certain German sailors who had deserted from 
the navy wereno otherthan German naval 
officers who had managed to serve as pait of 
the crews of some of our best vessels. They 
had been characterized as sharp, bright sailor- 
men, though at the time no one aboard 
doubted for an instant that egy: Sty other 
than common seamen. When the Trenton 
first went to Europe she ship aboard at 
Southampton, during the cruise, some 150 
men. Officers who wereon board of her at 
thetime will remember the occasion. It has 
since been learned that at that very time she 
shipped some foreign officers, and they were 
among the number who made up the whole- 
sale desertions later. 

THE GERMAN SYSTEM OF ESPIONAGE.

CONGRESS AND SAMOA. 
Any President who, without authority 
from Congress, commits our Government 
to the policy of supporting any foreign 
prince or Government on other than 
American soil against enemies, domestic 
or foreign, would be liable to impeach- 
ment and would deserve to be deposed for 
usurping a power reserved to the Congress 
of the United States. 
If President Cleveland had ordered our 
navy to give military aid or protection to 
MALIETOA against Samoan rebels or Ger- 
man enemies he would have acted the 


part of a usurper and could have found, 


neither in the constitutional definition of 


his powers nor in avy act of Congress, a 
warrant for such an exercise of discretion 
on his part.

His authority was exhausted 


American citizens and property when in 


danger, and in securing reparation where 


such citizens or property are injured by 


the belligerents. Not even in the famous 


Monroe doctrine, which is nota statute, 
and which applies only to this conti- 
nent and does not define a policy for 
our Government with reference to remote 
island groups from which we get our first 
news by way of New Zealand, could he 
find any justification in affording armed 
protection to a Samoan ruler. Neither 
can warrant be found in any treaty for a 
President of the United States to take a 
more warlike stand or issue a more war- 
like ultimatum against German inter- 
ference in Samoan affairs than that which 
has caused Bismarck to revoke 80 
promptly the German proclamation of 
war and martial law in Samoa. 

If the Monroe doctrine is to be extended 
so as to take in the antipodes and all the 
islands of the ocean, Congress has not yet 
indorsed any such extension. Even yet 
Congress has failed to make any appro- 
priation for the utilization of the Pago- 
Pago harbor conceded to us ten years ago 
by the Samoan Government, and not even 
a resolution has been offered authorizing 
the President to serve a notice or fire a 
gun in antagonism to German interfer- 
ence in Samoan affairs. Members of Con- 
gress stultify themselves when they blame 
him for not doing what they have not au- 
thorized or directed him to do, and what, 
if done without such authority, would ex- 
pose him to impeachment, removal and 
disgrace. 

A Republican administration supported 
by a Congress Republican in both houses 
will now have to face the Samoan situa- 
tion, and we shall probably see a marked 
difference between jingoism criticising a 
President of the opposite party and jingo- 
ism grappling with Bismarck, In spite 
of all the newspaper talk, it is safe to 
assume that there will be no assumption 
of a protectorate over Samoa, no exten- 
sion of the Monroe doctrine to the ends of 
the earth, no attempt to scare old Bis-

MIKE M’GRATH’S PROPOSITION.

— of 1879 when the statutes were last re- 


THE FRIENDS OF REVISION. 

The friends of the Revision Committee hold 
that the Attorney-General has not passed 
upon the validity of the resolution. They 
claim they he decided only theabstractipropos- 
ition that a joint and concurrent resolution re- 
quires the signature of the Governor. They 
Bold that this particular resolution is a rule of 
the House and not a joint resolution in the 
meaning of the law, and hence does not re- 
quire the Governor’s signature to become 
operative. The Governor also thinks the 
res@iution a rule of the House and being of 
that opinion did not sign it.

of trade,invariably follows active competition. 
The International met the reduction nobly. 
The first move of the Standard was to cut oil 
in its various —— one-quarter of à cent a 
gallon.

The Standard then wajted for a day or so, 
and then made another move. 


THEY CUT THE PRICE 

still lower, and, of course, they were met by 
the International. This cutting has gone on 
until now the price of coal oll is on an average 
about one cent less on all grades than it was 
when the International entered the market. 
So far, 80 . But Mr. Grenner bas a tale 
to tell about the Stindard, which serves to 
show how this gigantic monopoly clings to 
the driving out and absorbing policy at all 
points where it has to fight competition. 

„We have three wagons in operation, 
said Mr. Grenner to-day to a reporter for th 
Post-DisPaTcH, and we have three more in 

rocess of construction which will be ready 
or the delivery very soon. When the Stand- 
ard’s agents bere found that we were out for 
blood and were pre to give or take no 
uarter, they reso to every means in their 
wer to prevent any dealer, either 
or retail, from buying. from 
They have * watch kept on 
wagons, and one of their wagons 
ons and the man in charge is 
instructed tofilup every tank from which 
five gallons or more is missing. They foliow 
our men into the stores and use all sorts of 
ersuasion with the dealer. They teil him 
hat if be buys oil from us they will not sell 
him gasoline when the season opens and that 
when we go out of business—mark ye—the 
dealer can hustle for his coal oll. In fact 
they are using ev contemptible method 
they can think of to drive us out but we pro- 
pose to stick on and fight them. 


A WAR IN EMPTY BARRELS. 

One thing they tried to do, continued 
Mr. Grenner, ‘‘was to shut us on empty bar- 
rels. When we came first empty coal-oil bar- 
rels were selling for 75 cents each. We bought 
dome of them at that figure and then the 
Standard put up the price to s cents. We 
went them one better and offered 58 cents. 
They then raised the rice to 
909 cents and after to cents. 
They made arrangements with a man in South 
St. Louis to buy all his empty barrels at 95 

nts each, and to buy from no one else. I 
hen saw an opposition dealer and made ar- 
rangements with him to take all the barrels he 
could giveme. Nowthe Standard is under 
contract with a cooperagé company here to 
take from it 200 new barrels per day. I saw 
that under this arrangement there 
would be trouble. The result was 
that in a week or 80 the 
Standard Co. bad all the empty barrels in 
town on their hands. There are now about 
18,000 barrels stacked upin their yards for 
which they have no use. Meantime I got all 
the barrels Icould use from @ntside sources. 
The Standard in ite endeavor ripple us over- 
reached itself in this instance, but this inci- 
dent only shows the extent to which they are 
Boing todo us up.“ 

Mr. Grenner made another statement of 
interest. He said tnat the Standard formerly 
sold oil to wholesalers at a larger discount 
than to retailers. Now, he says, the prices to 
both are the same. In some Gases the Stand- 
ard, he claimed, undersold the wholesale 
gtocersto their own customers. To verify

Mexico, and although I have often read of 
lawless despotisms, never realized what one 
was until I visited the reaim, nominally a re- 
public, but over which Porfirio Diaz really 
rules as an irresponsible dictator. 
THE MEXICAN PRESIDENT. 
**Diaz is much praised forthe energy and 
wisdom of his administration, and probably 
he deserves all the encomiume he receives, 
for he certainly is possessed of the modern 
spirit in a degree rare among men of his race, 
is opposed to the clericals or reactioniets, and 
is a man of firm, determined character. 
But it is not too much to say that 
every man in Mexico holds his life at the 
pleasure ofthe President, while facts of re- 
cent occurrence unmistakably prove that he 
is by no means unwilling to remove a rival or 


adversary from his path by consigning him to 
the grave. 

One or two instances of very recent oocur- 
rence may serve as an instance of what meas- 
ures Diaz takes in order to sustain his power. 
About a year ago the military Governor of the 
State of Leon, a man who had sustained him 
in his struggle forthe presidency, fell under 
the suspicion, how well founded it would be 
impossible to say, of having been engaged in 
revolutionary plots. Without a semblance 
of a trial, he was arrested and ordered to be 
shot. Col. Lerida was the man entrusted 
with the execution of the sentence, and he was 
a friend both of Diaz and the man under sen- 


tence of death. He ventured to address some 
kind of a remonstrance tothe President, and 
probably indulged in what was under the cir- 
cumstances lll advised talk. Suddenly an 
order came uiring him to report in person 
to Diaz at the bity of Mexico. With fear and 
trembling he went, as such a summons ie 
always nasa with peril. He found Diaz at 
work in his office, and was obligedto wait 
some time for an audience. ‘Col. Lerida,’ 
finally said Diaz, \‘I learn that you are 
interesting yourself in affairs of State which 
do not concern you, You are a soldier, and 
have no call to look farther than your orders. 

You have received one; execute it, and let 
me bear nothing more from you, unless you 
are tired of living. Youcan at once proceed 
to return to your post. Good morning.’’ 

Lerida returned to Leon, had his friend 
paraded before a firing party and shot, and is 
now one of the most ardent adherents of Diaz, 
probably not so much because of his love for 
the President as because he knows that the 
least sian of lukewarmness will be equal to-his 
deathwarrant. 

A CRUEL EXECUTION. 

‘*Apotber case somewhat similar occurred 
in Zacatecas. The commandant of that State 
had been condemned to death by Dias without 
a trial, and his second in command, who had 
been in close sympathy, was ordered to carry 
the sentence into effect. The manner in which 
it was done ise a good sample of Mexican jus- 
tice.

FAVORING THE ARMY. 

The reason that Dias can on matters 
witb such a high hand. Mr. Farish went on 
to say, is that he alone of Mexican Presidents 
has been able to attach permanently the army 
to him. When they first attained power, 
every President was obliged to favor the 
army, but in most instances the clerical party 
afterward obtained a commanding 
influence, ite pay was allowed to 
fall into arrears, thé officers and 
men became discontented, and within the 
ranks of the national troops nearly every 
revolt originated. In addition to this the sev- 
eral States were encouraged to keep upa 
strong militia force, which was officered 
drilied as well as the regulars. Thus “an 
aspirant to the Presidency found a force 
ready to his band, and time and time again 
the government has been overthrown by its 
own troops. Diaz is determined to have noth- 
ing of the kind happen to him. He bas there- 
fore managed to elther wipe out of existence 
or greatly weaken the State forces, and is an 
unwavering friend of the army. Let the flnan 
cial difficulties be never so great, the army ie 
always paid and well paid. Both officers and 
men recognize this and know that from no 
one else can 2 Ace peng such good treatment. 
The army rules Mexico, and therefore Diaz is 
firmly seated on what is nominally the pres!i- 
dential chair of a Republic, but really the 
throne of an absolute monarcby.’’
